JOHN BROWN’S PARDON.

Thk pardon of Brown baa been urged upon Gov. _Wi« 
by two classes of persons—Abolitionists, who desire it 
from sympathy with the man and his crime, and the Anti- 
Abolitionists, who desire to deprive that mischievous fra¬ 
ternity of the damagiug stimnius of bis martyrdom. It 
was scarcely to be expected that the interference of the 
first da® would have any other rrault than to aggravate 
the panic and augment the general disorder of the Vir¬ 
ginia mind. But it was hoped that the advice of the 
coDwrvative portion of the Northern people, based, as it 
was, exclusivety upon friendly feeling for the South, and 
an earnest wish to allay the Anti-Slavery agitation, 
already so perilously rife throughout the country, might 
be met in a corresponding spirit by the parti® ‘ 
directly concerned. 

If the leading organs of Southern opinion are to be 
regarded as authority, every couaideratioo of expediency 
in connection with this affair is deliberately cast aside. 
The Southern public has been thrown into a state of 
irrational and seosele® alarm by this paltry invasion 
Harper’s Perry, which it is very difficult to uuderstaud 
or conceive in the Northern States. Au.' Gov. Wire 
and bis partisans in Virginia seem determined to play 
upon this panic for the promotion of their political ends, 
and for bis own elevation to the Presidency. It is to be 
used as the great engine for sweeping away all Southern 
toleration for moderate sentiments on the slavery ques¬ 
tion, for ending all thought of acceptiog Mr. Dongla® as 
the Presidential candidate, and for rallyiog the excited 
political ieeliVig of Uie South to the most ultra and 
extreme demands. 

Since the Snoih resents thus insanely the snggestioos 
of Brown’s pardon, we trust they will be diacontinued. 
Tbat be has fairly forfeited his life, no one doubts. We 
certaiuly have never ottered a word against the es®otial 
justice of his seuteuce: the only ground on which we 
have advocated commutation of his doom has been the 
great public good which seemed to us likely to result 
therefrom. If those whom it was likely to benefit reject 
the offer, we have not the elightrat disposition to pre® it. 
Brown himself has do epecial d®ire to live, nor do we 
suppose his life would be of any special wrvice to the 
world. His crime merits death, and be has personally no 
claim to mercy. But we can tell the South tbat Brown 
on the scaffold will do them more damage, and involve 
them in far more peril, than a hnudred Browns at large

1 have therefore taken the 
liberty of tondiug you a copy in part of a letter written 
to a person in England, in reply to inqniri® on this sub¬ 
ject. 1 do this iu order that, whether any material aid 
through Mi® Jobnaloue’s effort on onr behalf should 
have &en gained or not, it may be seen and known that] 
her appeal is authentic, and that some of tbe grounds 
may be made manifrat on which such an effort has In¬ 
come necessary. In answer to an individual making in¬ 
quiries from England, I have written aa follows: Your 
ioquiries as to Mi® Johuatoue’s effort, and the necessity 
of it, are natural and just. We did not anticipate 
intend the publicity given to her mi®ioD, if it can b 
called, but suppo^ she would, in a quiet and private 
way, pr®ent our cause, she herself posse®iDg the great®t 
po®ible confidence of success. From the very urgency 
of the case and the greatne® of our danger, being not 
only surroanded by enemi® without, bnt betot by Io® 
within, we could not ourselv® take any church Mtion 1 
concerning that appeal; but a few of us, convinced that 
we must have aid from some quarter or be couquend con¬ 
sented that Miss Johnstone should make what ejforl she 
coutd in Great Britain, and gave her our auihenucatum. 
At the same time, we made every tffjrt for aid Irom 
friends here outside our own cbarch, aud, by God s bl®s- 
io<r met with such aucee® that we were carried salely 
through the financial year, and entered on tbe necesrary 
arrangements for another. By the entire diBroi®al ol 
tbe di®ffected party in our church, we are now stronger 
in the spirit and strength of harmony and unity, 
much weakened in pecuniary ability, so that the s 
appeal for aid must be renewed, and efficient aid must be 
given, in order tbat we may be enabled to roatulain this 
citadel of GhriaTs free Gospel amidst such cootmued and | 
strenuous efforU for our defeat. 1 assure you tbat we do 
greatly need whatever aid we can get. If it please 
to keep ns, we shall be kept, and He will provide the 
way, whether through frieutto here or abroad. But the 
conflict is terrible, and the pre®are of prejudice, fashion, 
wealth, power, auger, wrath and malice against M, with 
the weight of all tbe Christian con®rvatism of the conn- 


Bod sljivefaoldiDg os tbe sin ot man-ste^ing, rat by God 
in th4 same catalogue with murder, is BO nupopular, 
arrays all the Cbrielian expediency of all the churcbes 
agaitot 03 with go much bitlerne®, tbat it would be quite 
imponibie to make any appeal for aid with any hope of 
succe®, even to the church® of our owu deDomiuatioD- 
Too many of them heartily d®ire onr dowulall, and, 1 
suppose, expect year after year to see it. That we have 
been sustained as we have is a wonder, and to maintain 
the miracle, if it please God to maintain it, we must still 
nave pecuniary aid. My church will k®p united, and 
will rally rouuil me in defence of my preaching against 
slavery only while the few who do not intend to relin- 
quisb tbe struggle are enabled to provide the ways and 
means of BiWiing onr deficienci®. While we can do that, 
we can with a tolerable degree of confideu® rely on a 
good majority io our favor, aud can krap tbe church ; bnt 
the moment we are swamped in money matters, tbat 
momeut we ore overthrown. While God giv® me^ce, 
health and strength, and contiun® tbe opportnnity, 1 
mean to reiterate my efforts with the sword of tbe Spirit, 
which is tbe Word of God. I am endeavoring to reach 
the conscience of tbe church® and tbe ministry in regard 
to this bio, and to rouse up both to noited action against 
it. If it please God tbat His Word shall once be freely 
and generally proclaimed against it, it cannot stand. U 
He add His tipirit, and really set His Cbarch on fire 
against tbe iniquity of making merebaudise of men, tbeu 
we shall Bee a greater moral and spiritual triumph than 
tbe world has ever witnessed since tbe first age of tbe 
Gospel. Tbe mauifrat abolitiou of this gigautic and 
itiferpal wickedue® by tbe Word aud Spirit of God,even 
alter it had been entbrouedas tbe supreme law and policy 
of onr nation, tbe dictate of onr justice, tbe fruit of our 
reliuioo, would be so glorious a coDqa®t, so full of praise 
to God ao'l of shame to wicked men and uubelievers and 
scufiera, that it is to be infioiiely d®ired and ceaselessly 
labored alter. And, though sometim® we are almrat in 
d®pair, yet, when we remember tbat the Word of God 
has really nut yet been tried in the conflict, but excluded 
from it, muzzled, suffocated, buried iu silence, or perverted 
into sanction of tbe sin, so tbat its omnipotence is a power 
yet in reserve, we cannot but hope that God iotends this 
mighty and glorioua demonstration, and tbat, when we 
are driven more d®pairingly to Him, and it is perfectly 
mauif®t tbat neither politi®, nor statisti®, nor tbeori® 
of free soil, nor fr® labor, even tbe profit of freedom, 
nor any political party, nor any demonstrations of scien® 
or pbilanibropy, can save ns, then He will set some tools 
on fire, and let loose tbe ibnnderiogs and lightnings of 
His Word, as in tbe first great Reformatiou, with such 
overwhelming muj®ty that nothing can stand against it. 

1 am a very poor hand to make a begioning, a poor, miser¬ 
able v®8el for such fire, and yet I am coastrained into it, 
and cauuot draw buck ; and os there must be a ^gin-

auiJ my miuistry a* anywhere else, if God pleas®. And 
it is a solemn fact that almost nowhere tlU is the Word 
of God proclaimed freely, fully, persistently, on the Sab¬ 
bath, against this sin. A paragraph is sometim® let off’, 
or a seinioD on a fast-day; and, if this is not followed by 
dislurbao® and wrath heu^forward, on the score of that 
solitary demunstraiiuo, the minister and tbe church pro- 
fe® to be sufficiently anti-slavery, and unite in opposing 
auy church or tuiuisier that will go much further ; there 
is no purpose whatever for the a^litioo of the sin. In¬ 
deed the very men who boast of being anti-slavery are 
opposed to aboliiiont?m, and denonn® the Abolitionists. 
So that really in some rwpects tbiugs are in about as bad 
a slate aa they can be, and in many quarters tbe mrat 
diabolical pro-slavery spirit is conjoined with tbe bigbrat 
prore®ioii of piety and orthodoxy, it is a perfectly won¬ 
derful thing that a real, thorough abolition orthodox 
church, such as mine to a good degree is, can have been 
trained and supported to loug in the heart of a city such 
us New York, bo large a portion both of the e®l®iMti- 
cal aud mercantile community beifig in league with slave¬ 
holders for the proteciioD of their siu. Meantime, we 
get no aid from visitors who come to us from abroani, 
from your owu country or elsewhere, for they are always 
persuaded into a uiMt politic sileo®, and, having geto- 
rally some obj®t to accomplish, they d®ire to k®p on 
.the brat terms with all parti®, and, on tbe whole, ^n^ 
rally are persnaded into tbe impre®ioo that tbe Aboli- 
tiuuisis are a very iojudicions and fanatical set of men, 
and that the sin of slavery has more to be said in apology 
on its behalf than Abolitionists are witling to admit. 
They cannot think tbat so many good men as they m®t 
with in contoction with this sin are wholly mistaken or 
wholly guilty in Eanctioning it for a time in some degr®. 
Thus their influen® is with tbe Slave Power, not against 
it, and they themselv®, rapecially after travelling Soath, 
lose their horror of tbe cruelty and the crime, and begin 
to tbiak that there is no craelty aod little guilt iuber- 
iug iu it, bnt tbat tbe great guilt U® in the coarse of 
ibrae radical men, who do not cease, on tbe authority of 
God, to prwlaim slavery and Blaveboldiog as siu, and 
only sio, continually. I wish, with all my heart, tbat 1 
cou.d come to Euglaud, but it is not possible just now. 
I cauuot leave my p®t,if God giv® me strength and the 
poraibiliiy to coutiune in it. The people of Eogland 
bave very little idea of the terrible exteot to which the 
sanctiuD of slavery and opposition agairat all agitation 
about it aa a sin have got posseraion of tbe church®, so 
that tbe revivals of religion and the revival of tim slave 
trade may go together without any quarrel. Or, if there 
be any outcry against tbe foreign slave trade, there is an 
equally earurat outcry, and much more bitter, against all

trial of JOHN a COOK. 

Charlestow.v, Va., Nov. 8,1859. 
The trial of Cook, as far as it bas proceedal, has been 
very sharply contested. Tbe extreme hatred which the 
people of Jefferson County bear this prisotor, far exceed¬ 
ing that felt for any of the r«t. and tbe magnitude of 
tbe preparations for the defen®, bave combined to excite 
“ nnosnal interrat in tbe prc^rrai of his case. Cook 
ts under tbe gutdan® of five concsel—two, Me®rs. 
Bolts and Green, belonging to Charlestown, and thr® to 
Indiana, including Governor Will.srd. Tbe defen® has 
®rtaioly b®n conducted with a briskne® equalling that 
of Mr. Sennot in the cas® of Copeland and Gieen; and 
tbe proraention has iikewi® exerted its brat powers 
against tbe coorantrated for® brought to bear upon it. 
Tbe debates to-day have b®n very keen, and sometim® 
very ravere. 

Neither tbe acuteness of Ctok’s connral, nor the blnn- 
deta of Harding, the uofortnoate i®briate who trammels 
Mr. Hunter in the business of the proraention, helped tbe 
defen® in any perwptible d^frec: Points were raised 
with nneeasiog rapidity, were elosely discussed, often 
with some signs of acrimony, and were swept aside, ae- 
tordiog to custom, by tbe Court. This toutinned through¬ 
out the morning. Tbe “ points ” of the defen® were 
like Hydra beads. No scomr was o® disposed of than 
half-a-dozen others took its pla®. Qat all these availed 
Doihiog, ami. as the afternoon advanced, tbe trial went 
iROn: emoolbly on iU way. Tbe spratatow bad began to 
witharsw, expfcling no mDlionaoraof the i;u:_s;,wheo, 
-uddeoly, all attention was arrested by Mr. nunter’s an- 
ooaorament that be had a ranfession rendered by Cook, 
which he was about to read. Tbe iutellig®® rpread 
about, and tbe tourt-room soon was speolily raowded 
again. All hoped for a wmplete and satisfactory reve¬ 
lation, which shonid elucidate tbe eulire operations of ] 
Brown, from beginning to end, and which should bring 
evideo® of tbe ®mpticity of those Nwlbern geutiemeu 
whom tbe people of Virginia are so eager to get within 
tbeir grasp—but all were disappointed. 

For tbe wnfession, which occupied roroe Iwroty large 
peg® of mauuscript, and was not read in less than half 
an hour, was very little b®ide a record of some of Cook’s 
experiences in Kansas, Iowa, Ohio, Canada, and else¬ 
where, in which, to be sure. Brown was MUKrned ail 
throngb, but which, ex®ptiog tbe latter portions, bore 
very remotely upon the Harper’s Ferry qa®tioD.

He w® 
defended by bis five lawyers, Gov. Willard, Attorney- 
Geueral McDonald, District-Attor®y Voorbi®, and 
Mtrars. Botts and Gr®D, just one lawyer for each count iu 
tbe indictmeut. 'I'bis parly of geutiemeu have b®D moviog 
heaven and earth for the l®t five days to get up a f®liDg 
■ favor of Otok. Tbe whole forenoon was consumed 
tbe examiuatioD of witness®, and io raising tbe same 
points which bad b®n already taken io tbe pret^ing cases. 

In tbe alterntoo the Prosecuting Attorney, Harding, 
poured out a stream of his p®uliar eloqueuce for two 
mortal hours, such ® probably w® never beard io a courl- 
am before, ex®pt in Old Virgioia. 

Tbe Judge, who ia oue of tbe most patient of 
proved the opportunity to read his newspaper and examine 
bis order-book. The lawyers ®ll®ted tbeir auihorities 
and arrangtd their points, and- Mr. Harding, having ex- 
ha®ted bis lobaMO-box, and levied npon ibe plugs of all 
iigbbors, wound up by saying, “Jiat justitia rual 
" -and then rushed ouLeP the court, .without wait- 
^ tbe effect of bis remarkr. 

Without taking the ie®t uoli® of him. District-Attor¬ 
ney Voorbiea uro® and addressed the jury on behalf of 
the prisoner, In a sperah of great power, almrat 
ting the guilt of C®k, but throwing the blume 
Republican party and tbe Abolitiooists, and bca®cbing 
mercy, or at le®t a recommeudatiou to mercy. Mr. 

Audrew Hunter followed for tbe prostouticn, vvilb bis 
usual direclness, for® aod success, for, after bsiog out 
about an hour, the jury returned a verdict such as bad 
b®n returoed against the two uegro®, namely, not guilty 
of tre®ou, but guilty of tbe remaining counts—fo^con- 
spiracy with slav® to rebel and murder. Gook received 
the verdict without any exhibition of emotiou. 

The arrangement undoubtedly w® to get rid of the 
count for treason, which Gov. Wise could not overset, 
aod to take a convieliou for couspiracy and murder, which 
it ia thought he can aud will pardoo. ’ To this end tbe 
prowcuiiun allowed the witness® called iu Cook’s favor 
to t®lify with great latitude, and even admitted au article 
from the N. Y. Times to be read ia evideo®, showiug 
tbe roman® of Cook s nature, aud how e®ily be w® 1^ 
away. Harding, who w® at le®t able to s® tbat some¬ 
thing w® wrong, and who w® not iu the racret, objected 
' tbe re®ptioo of such testimooy at tbe top of bis voice, 
it, while stoppiog to pick up .a large aod valuable de^it 
of tobacco which bad uDfortunately dropped out of bis 
month, he was interrupted by Mr. Botts, who proceeded 
ut a wave of Mr. Hunter’s baud, aod got the start of 
poor Hardiug. No mauagemeot or eloqueu®, however, 
tould iudu® tbe jury to do aoytbiug bnt what they bad 
already d®ided upon ; aod so Gook stands convicted in 
the same mauuer ® all the others, with an additional 
count in hia indictment which tbe others bad uot.

GERRIT SMITH NEVER A SLAVEHOLDER. 

■uENBY PiTZHCQH.of Oswego, li® taken the trouble to 
refute tbe foolish charge that Gerrit Smith w® a slave¬ 
holder through his marriage to bis present wife. Miss 
Nancy Pitzhugb, of Maryland. Mr. F. says : 

“ Neither Mrs. Birney nor Mrs. Smith [they were sis¬ 
ters] inherited slav®. The slaves left in Maryland by 
my lather, when he removed to this btate. temained in 
possession of my brother, the tote Wm. H. Fitzhugh, of 
Hagerstown. After my father’s death, these slav® wete 
set ir® by the joint contribution f ^^en ""uers. 

Wm H Filzhugh, before mentioned, Dr. D. H. h itzbugh 
of Mount Morri8,Ltving8tonCouDiy,and mysaters Mrs 
Smith, Mrs. Birney aud Mrs. Tallman. When Mrs. bmith 
w® a child, aservaut girl w® given to her by a friend of 
tbe lamily. This girl w® taken by one of my brothers I 
to Kentucky, and afterward, with her h®lJand (sam Ras 
sell) and tbeir children, came into posseraioa of Mr. 
Worthington, of Mississippi, from whom they were pur¬ 
chased by Gerrit Smith, tot fr®, and brought to this 
Stale, at an expense of some $4,000. Gerrit Smith never 
sold a slave or bought one exrapt to set him free. Jam® 
G. Birney w® at one time a slaveholder, whether by 
inheritan® or purch®e, or both, .1 know not. When he 
became an Abolitionist he emancipated his Slav®. 


It will readily be 8®n that this statement coincid® 
exactij^witb, and substantiates, the account which I sent 
yon a few days ago, from Brown’s own lips, of his real 
iutentiou io thia expedition. The next two prisoners, the 
Dt^ro and mulatto, Greeo and Copeland, when called 
upon, said nothing. When Cook's turn came, he de¬ 
liver^, io a b®itatiog, nervous maouer, a spetob, which 
had probably b®D carefully prepared. He said, in sub- 
stan®, tbat he had not come to commit treason or mur¬ 
der, but merely io pursoan® of orders from hia com- 
mander-iu-ebief, with a draign to libraate slaves. Aa to 
the aword and piatolaof George Waabingtoo, taken from 
Lewis Wtohington’s bouse, he said they were raized by 
order of Brown, not for pnrpos® of robbery, bnt for the 
sake of the moral effect that their prasession might aff-ird 
se of a war of liberation. At the conclnsiou of| 
>t very eff®live 8p®ch, Judge Parker pronounced 
aentence of death, in a mantor showing genuine sin 
®rity of emotion and pity—feelings which did not 8®n 
to be shared by his hearers. These were the Jndge’i 
words: 

“ Year trials, on wbicli wo have been so long emploired, bare a 
length ended, and aU that remaina to be tone to eomplete these jndi 
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enwuDt^ with his border enemies of Kaus® and Mia- 
I related to me tbat upon one occ®ion be had 
in ruDuiug away with a party of slaves from 
Missouri, but tbat be w® bo hotly pursued tbat some 
stratagem w® necessary to prevent them from being 
overtaken, in tbe event of which a severe fight and ranse- 
quent sacriflet of life m®t be tbe reaalt. To avoid this, 
Brown bimralf turned off the track of tbe retreating party, 
aud, baviug completely disguised bimralf, joioed, ® an 
amateur, tbe pursuers. With them be remaioed a day 
and a night, entering into tbeir counsels and eff®lna!ly 
®ntro!liag tbeir motions, so tbat be turned them off tbe 
right track and gave his friends an opportunity to escape. 
Tbe old mao laughed ® he recalled the sraue, and said, 

“ I never w® good at a disguise, but that time I dewived 
several in the party who had 8®n and known me before.” 
With all who come in a kindly spirit to visit him Brown 
is exceedingly fr® and open. He ®t®m3 such ® frieuds, 
and 8®m3 to view their leave-taking with regret But 
these visits are but ® angels’ visits, few aod far betw®D, 
for the jealousy and suspicion with which tbe people of 
Oharlestowu regard all who are likely to feel for and sym¬ 
pathize with the prisoner-in fact, all sttangera—k®p 
barred the prison doors. It is not so, however, in re^rd 
to those about whose earurat bratility to ail abolition 
movements there is do doubt entertained. They enter in 
in flocks, and gape and stare, and follow tbe jailer in aud 
out. It w® even with some diffieulty that I succeeded iu 
effecting au eutrac® to Browu’a prison; but scarraly 
bad I commenced a courersation with him when the chief 
janitor called me to joiu the tail of tbe retiring visitors. 

Siu® bis trial, Brown b® not b®n manacled. He is 
in the same ®ll with Stephens, at whose bedside be is 
coDstaully fouod sittiog, with the Bible (just closed ® 
tbe visitor enters) pla®d upon bis kn®. I’bis is the 
Bible he always carried wito him. It w® fouud, after 
the Sual attack aod recapture of Harper’s Ferry, iu the 
Armory, aud w® by aume kiad person rratored to its 
owner io raptivity. It is almrat needless to ray that 
Brown awaits death with tbat rraigoatiou aud traoqaillity 
which disarm the dreaded pbautom of all terror. 

OOOK IN PRISON. 

Cook, siu® bis imprisoumept, bas forbidden all admis¬ 
sion to visitors; aud as bis wishes io that respect have 
b®D gratified, strangers bave uot been allowed to enter 
bis room. His brotbcr-iu-Iaw, Governor Willard, of lo- 
diana, aud bis couosel, Messrs. Botts aud Groeo, bave, of 
Murse, fr® access to him.

Stepbeus, tbe wounded man, pccupies tbe same room 
with Brown.

TELEGRAPH OFFICE CLOSED. 

The people of Charlestown had never had a telegraphic 
office located in their midst, and had never beard the 
short “ click, click ” of the instrument disturb the mono¬ 
tony of the dull neighborhood, until the John Brown 
affair occurred to bring their town into notice. Then the 
metropolitan press, with its usual enterprise, had telegraph 
lines extended there from Harper's Ferry, and an operator 
sent on there to open an office. Charlestown was thus 
brought into instantaneous communication with New 
York—an epoch in the nneventfnl history of the capital 
of Jefferson County. But as soon as Old Brown’s trial 
was @(fticladed, and the sentence of death passed upon 
him, there seemed to be no longer any nec^ty for the 
telegraph, and so the operator unhitched his instrument, 
packed it up, did the same with his carpet bag, closed np 
the office, betook himself to the railroad station, and 
departed, leaving to the people of Charlestown naught 
but the memory of the but fleeting importance of 
their viUage.

IWashington, D. C., Nov. 5,1859. 

It is well 'understood here that Gov. Wise personally 
desires to pardon John Brown. He was deeply impressed, 
while at Harper’s Ferry, with the old roan’s nobility of 
character. Such courage, endurance, and Christian in¬ 
tegrity he never stnmbltd upon before, and it doubtless 
goes against the grain with him to allow one of thejpnrest 
men he ever saw to perish npon the scaffold. The Gover¬ 
nor, withal, is exceedingly ambitions, and desires to grace 
the Presidential chair. He knows quite as well as The 
Herald and The Journal of Commerce can tell him that 
an act of pardon on his part would give him gr^t popu¬ 
larity with the Northern Democracy —a popularity 
which would cover np the odinm excited by the Gover¬ 
nor’s famous “ B. Donnelly letter.” Here, then, are de¬ 
sire and interest in combination—and why will John 
Brown expiate his offence npon the gallows? 

Simply because Gov. Wise, fearless and independent as 
he claims to be, is afraid of the Slave Power! For the 
very reason that twenty-two men struck terror into a mil¬ 
lion of breasts, Gov. Wise cowers and shrinks from doing 
that which he would do. Slavery engeuders the cowardice. 
The slaveholders of Virginia and of the South demand 
that John Brown and hia fellow-conspirators should be 
hung. No matter if that act will hnrt the “ Democratic 
cause ” in the free States—they demand a terrible exam¬ 
ple, that no more John Browns may cross the line to raise 
on high the flag of freedom. They feel their weakness, 
and demand protection, no matter what the politieal con- 
seqnences may be. 

John Brown, notwithstanding hia madness, has taught 
a great truth to the people of the slaveholding Stales.

So, after all, poor John Brown, wbo was as reckless as 
he was noble, will not die in vain. However it may be 
on free soil—I spenk from what I see and hear—his sacri¬ 
fice npon the gallows will create here and in the border 
slave States a hundred opponents to slavery where before 
there was one, and it will hasten the final destmetion of 
the gigantic system of wrong. 


ANECDOTE OF JOH..' BROWN. 

The Pittsburgh Dispatch says that when Thomas Cnn- 
ningbam, Esq., of Beaver, Pa., went to Kansas, under an 
appointment as U. S. Judge, in passing through a settle¬ 
ment be met old Osawatomie Brown, who had just 
arrived with balf-a-dozen pro-slavery prisoners, captured 
while in arms to as-sail 'he Free-State settlers.- Among 
them were several slaveholders, who were discharged by 
Brown (as Gov. Wise promised to discharge Gerrit 
Smith), with a lecture, as poor ignorant devils, who 
knew no better; then, turning to the Northern men with 
Sontbern principles, he remarked : “As for you fellows, 
wbo ongbt to know better, having been bronght np in the 
free North, I must ask the Lord what I shall do with 
yon I” Wherenpon the stern old man commenced praying 
to the Almighty, asking bis aid, that be might so dispose 
of these prisoners as to best promote the Free State cause, 
See., in the midst of which Judge Conniugbam, after vain 
attempts at restraining it, burst into a fit of langbter. In 
a moment Brown ceased praying, and, taming his piercing 
eyes npon the offender, remarked: “ And if yon don’t 
stop laughing, I shall dispose of yon, sir, viithout asking 
the Lord anything about it!" It is nnoecessary to say 
that the honorable Oonit resumed its accustomed grave 
demeanor, and that the subsequent proceedings of John 
Brown’s drum-bead court martial were marked with no 
levity so far as Jndge Conningham was concerned. 


The Staunton Virgintan tells this story : “ One of onr 
townsmen, Mr. George W. Dilliard, was involved in 
great danger at Harper’s Ferry last week. He bad gone 
there on business on the day after the capture of Old 
Brown and hia party, and in walking alone in the vicinity 
of the Ferry, enjoying the splendid scenery, with one of 
the pikes in bis band, and two or three blank commissions 
in his pocket, taken from the insurgents, and which Gov. 
Wise had given him the day before, he was pursued and 
captured by a party who were bunting for Cook. Mr. 
Dilliard was imm^iately charged with being one of 
Cook’s men ; the pike was satisfactory evidence, and the 
cry was raised of ‘ shoot him! shoot him ! ’ and several 
loaded guns were pointed at bis breast. Fortunately, 
Mr. Dilliard retained his self-possession so well that the 
party at last yielded to bis request that be should be 
taken to the Superintendent at the Ferry, and there be 
permitted to prove his innocence. Mr. Dilliard said it 
was abont the most trying half hour or mote bc; ever 
^nt.”

I think you will be able to understand it when I tell 
you of the manner in which a lady, to whom I have be¬ 
fore referred, once or twice, has been received in this half 
civilized town. She came with no purpose beside that of 
imparting that comfort and sympathy which a woman 
can best give, to the prisoner Brown. Her visit was in¬ 
duced by a belief that Mrs. L. M. Child would be in 
Charlestown before she could arrive, and that she would 
be able in many ways to assist that lady in whatever 
duties might have been confided to her. But Mrs. Child 
did not come at all, in conseqnence, probably, of Brown’s 
nnwillingness to receive visitors from the North, who are 
sore to be looked upon with excessive suspicion, so this 
lady fonnd herself alone. For two days she was snb- 
jeoted to rndeness which I could not have supposed it 
possible for any decent community to inflict. The com¬ 
munity of Charlestown, Virginia, however, is not decent.
